There it here a dtHt&lc fallacy. The 
inability of the founders tn keep their 
engagement was not ihe consequence uf 
any act or deed of their own, or of (brae 
in their employment, or under their con- 
trol. It was occasioned solely by the 
measures adopted by a nominee of t tie 
Colonial Urtiue itself, over whose proceed- 
ings the founders of (he colony had not a 
shadow uf control. It ia not necessary at 
present to examine what may lie said fur 
or again si the conduct of lhat nominee ; 
suffice il that he was inde|ieiidrnl of Ihe 
founders, it is log had that (he Colonial 
Office should tint commit n mistake (as- 
suming it to be a mistake) in (he person 
of its nominee, and than take sdvaiitage 
of its own blunder, as releasing it front a 
solemn, acknowledged obligation, as is 
pleaded in the columns of its weak but 
willing advocate. This must not be. 

Hut there is another more important 
fallacy in this reasoning. The pledge by 
Government, nay, by the Imperial Par- 
liament, that the land fund should be 
devoted exclusively to emigration, was 
not given to the founders of the colony, 
but to an rntirrly different party, namely, 
to the piireAniers of land. Thr y paid 1 he 
money on that express condition . and 
thought thai, aa they had the guarantee 
of au Act uf Parliament for Ihe faithful 
appropriation of their money to that spe- 
cific purpose Ion which the value of their 
purchases depended), they were secure. 
Their money was taken — the condition 
has nut been fulfilled. This is the 
act, which the Herald has taken upon 
itself to defend. The purchasers of land 
never gave their consent to the appro- 
priation of their money to any purpose 
but that of emigration. In fact, they 
were never consulted. The matter has 
been managed, from beginning to end, by 
other parties, irrespective uf them alto- 
gether, that is, irrespective or the parties 
who paid Ihr money. And now, forsooth, 
the party who received the money, and 
who misapplied the money, on being 
called on to refund the cash, and fulfil 
the condition on which i) was paid, turn 
round and say, " Here is a release."

Sonques, 
Montsjegre, Puuzol, brothers and utters, 
had commenced ope ratio m. L'Armir 
(Guadaloupe journsl) of the 1st May. 
which contained this, to the colonies, in- 
teresting intelligence, enables us this day 
lo follow up the subject wilh (he following 
details which we find in its number uf the 
rllh We will commence, for (he pre- 
sent, by lubmitling the funtentt of a leller, 
dated the 1st uf May, which has bei u ad- 
dressed tu us by Mr. Sonaues, of Port 
Luuis, in reply to certain quest inm which, 
we had proposed tu him. ' W" entered 
the crop,' says Mr. Sonques, 1 about twelve 
days ago, but the reeling in the dark, f rum 
thr newness of the machinery to those em- 
ployed, ai well as stoppages, ke , which, 
according to compete tit authorities, arc the 
inevitable results uf the setting to work of 
these kinds of establishments, even in. 
Kiirojir, where everything it bo favour- 
able tu nucceix — all this, I say, 
has occasioned us considerable loss of 
time, aud tended to drslract th;it 
attention which we might have bestowed 
on the miuule investigations of Ihe impor- 
tant questions you propose in jour letter. 
In addition to these drawbacks, we (lave 
bad a cDnlinual fall of rain, which renders 
theworkdifflcult.audpreveuLsouremploy- 
ii ig other bagasse Ihan that which comes 
from the mill. Fur Ihe first day. thi- 
cylinders of the mill, being so smooth and 
slippery, it w as with, thr greatest difficulty 
in the trot Id that they could be got to 
take the canes. At present, however, this 
inconvenience does nut exist ; the canes 
go through with the greatest facility, and 
we can guarantee the grinding of as much 
canes as will mffice lo pruduce two hogs- 
hends sugar per hour. On tlartitig, in 
order to facilitate the introduction of the 
canes, we decided un widening the interval 
of the rollers, and cunirqitrntly thr pres- 
sure was much reduced. Ai prevent wr may 
elnse them as murhas possible — bring them 
tothefnieeofflBttriiingiron. Asnrarly at I 
have lieeti able lo ascertain from some 
comparative statements (which the rain 
and other ubslsble prevent my taking as 
conclusive), I think that the mean pres- 
sure we could obtain would be 70 per 
cent, ; lhat ii, that 100 kilogrmntnei of 
cane plants and nrtl and second ratuoni 
will produce 20 kilogrammes of sugar or 
liquur, and 30 kilogrammes ofbagavte. If 
this mean can lie arttlrd, our manufactury 
has good chance or success. I could not 
wish for belter w r ith the canes we grind, 
some of which are very old. 1 could not 
for the present lix on the. proportion of 
sugar ubtained, as n have nol ii I together 
stopped. Thr boiler* are still full, and 
the front of the mill is furnished with 
canes. Besides, we could not take as a 
criteriun this lint nsa) , surrounded as it 
has been by difficulties. We have nut failed 
in a single strike, although the first unes 
were in no wise attended to with care, and 
although the novelty of the machinery, 
and often fright, deprived us entirely, at 
the start, of the services af Ihe negro 
boilert aud skimmers. The sugar was nut 
very line, but it passable . Since then the 
calm has been re -established!, regularity 
and good order have gradually been 
brought on, and our pnjdure is of a very 
good quality, as il has been admitted by 
all whu have seen it, It it a grcal deal 
(o have done so well, with so little means 
of luccesi. As soon as we shaj) have 
half -dried bagasse, and shall have put au 
additional boiler, I have no doubt or uur 
in an u factoring a hogshead of sugar per 
hour. Our machinery it from the estab- 
lishment of Messrs, Masse line and Brothers; 
but there are several piecei missing, which 
we are cspecliog." — Trinidad Slaitdttrd, 
September D.
